MAT techniques. Dr. Miller reemphasized the issue of whether MAT should be
considered practicing athletic training without a license. Mr. Leverenz expressed
concerns as to whether MAT is just another technique or whether it is a protected
activity under the athletic training law. Mr. Harvey stated that as long as the
MAT practitioners are not promoting themselves as athletic trainers then they
don’t believe that they will or should need a license.

Philip Thompson, legal counsel, informed the Board of their statutory authority
to deal with cases of infringing on the practice of athletic training in the State of
Indiana. Specifically, he stated that the Board has very little authority to deal
with individuals without a license.

A motion was made and seconded to end the discussion.
